Savannah, Ga., May 4—(Spectal.)\—The 
state democratic executive committee wil! 
have to settle Chatham county's internal 
and seemingly interminable political 
trouble, after all. A meeting of the 
county committee was held this afternoon 
for the purpose of endeavoring to ap- 
Troach something iike harmony in con- 
nection with the coming primary. When 
the meeting adjourned the two factions—- 
Osborne and Hartridge elements—were, if 
anything, farther apert than before. 

An hour cr more was spent in wrangling 
over several »ropositions with regard to 
purging the registration, and equal repre- 
sentation at the ballet boxes, which, the 
Hartridge factlon contends, had already 
been given in the resolutions adopted at 


the former meeting. Neither side seeme | 


inclined to make any half-way compro- 
mise, and the matter will, therefore, go 
before the state committee on May 12th. 

The principal proposition from the Os- 
borne side was that a committee of three 
be appointed from each faction to sug- 
gest a harmonious plan for the primary. 
The objection made by the Hartridge side 
was that the plan already adopted was 
harmonious and fair enough, and it was 
evident that they did not propose to back 
down. | 

This monctonous wrangle, without re- 
sult, was enlivened by the discussion over 
the resignation of Chairman W. G. Charl- 
ton, of the executive committee. In the 
course of his statement to the committee, 
Mr. Charlton said: 

‘Mr. Hartridge, as you are advised, is 
my nephew. He happens to be more than 
that to me. He ts my affectionate friend, 
and represents to me.all that is best in 
the history of my people. I am uaware 
that thass things inean nothing to the 
public at large, but they mean all things 
to me. He knows, aS does each man in 
opposition to him whose cpinion I care for 
or respect, that these relations would not 
induce me to be unjust to his antagonist. 
But the point {s well taken that if I 
Were a judge upen the bench, and Mr. 
Hartridg? was a litizant in a cause pend- 
ing befora me, I could not sit in judg- 
ment. So far I have had no judicial or 
discretionary function to perform. Lest 
I may have, I resign.”’ 

Mr. Charlton gave as a further reason 
for resigning that personal abuse had 
come to be prevalent in this solicitorship 
campaign, and he desired to be in a posl- 
tion where he could at least try to protect 
himself. 

An effort was made to elect Dr. William 
Duncan chairman, but he declined ihe 
honor, and Colonel P. W. Meldrim was 
elected, and a committee was appointed 
to notify him. It is believed Colonel Mel- 
drim will accept. He is one of the promi- 
nent members of the liberal club faction.

Reorganization Bill Passes the 
Senate by Decisive Vote. 


STAFF PLAN IS CHANGED

Corps of Cadets at West Point Is 
Increased by One Hundred 
Students—Other Fea- 
tures Are Quite 
New. 


Washington, May 4.—Today’s session of 
the senate was rendered especially nota- 
ble by the passage, after a debate lasting 
only three hours, of the army reorganiza- 
tion bill. In military circles the measure 
is regarded as one of the most important 
of the present session. It practically rev- 
Olutionizes the present system of perma- 
nent appointments in certain staff corps 
to one of detail by a gradual] process, as 
the officers now in those corps go out of 
active service. As vacancies occur in de- 
partments of the adjutant general, the 
inspector general, quartermaster general 
and commissary general they are to be 
filled by details from the Hne, the details 
to be temporary and not exceeding four 
years, 

The new system is not applied to the 
corps of engineers, medica] department, 
pay department nor judge advocate gen- 
eral’s department. The bill discontinues 
the regimental organization of the artil- 
lery and establishes an artillery corps of 
two branches, viz, 128 batteries of coast 
artillery and 18 batterles of fleld artillery, 
with gq total of 17,448 men. 

The bill provides for an increase of 100 
in the corps of cadets at West Point, 
two at large from each state and ten 
more to the present number of twenty 
from the United States at large. Two of 
the most important provisions of the bill 
are those raising the rank of the com- 
manding general of the army to that of 
HMeutenant general and that of the jin- 
cumbency of the present adjutant gen- 
eral, General Corbin. The president is 
empowered. to. place on the retired Nst 
any officer who has been suspended from 
duty by sentence of court martial, or by 
executive order in mitigation of such 
sentence, for a period extending to or 
within one year of the time of his com- 
pulsory retirement for age. This is well 
understood to apply to Commissary Gen- 
eral Egan. 

The amendment creating a veterinary 
corps for the army consisting of a cap- 
tain and thirty-five other commanding

As to how the affair started this morn- 
ing and as to who shot first there ts con- 
siderable diversity of opinion, but it is 
generally claimed that Bellinger shot 
first and that Rev. Johnson only shot 
once. Bellinger’s pistol had four empty 
chambers and he probably shot four 
times, twice at least after he had fallen 
mortally wounded. Bellinger was struck 
in the right side by twelve buck and 
eight small shot, which penetrated his 
lungs and liver, causing almost instant 
death.

London. May 6, 4:05 a. m.—The mounted 
infantry with Lord Roberts, among which 
are the Canadians, have picketed their 
horses on tWe south bank of the Vet 
river eighteen miles north of Brandfort. 
The head of Lord Roberts's columns has 
thus advanced thirty-two miles north of 
Bioemfontein., 

Little powder was spent. The British 
work was hard marching, the Boers re- 
tiring out of the reach of the British 
shells. The correspondents supplement 
Lord Roberts’s plain statements with a 
few details. As General Hutton, with the 
First mounted infantry brigade, drew 
near Brandfort, he saw a_ khaki-clad 
body of troops ahead of him. He was 
surprised, but thought they must be 
British. Soon, however, they opened fire 
upon the men, who replied heavily. 
They were the Irish-American brigade 
from Lourenzo Marques, and it is report- 
ed that the Irish lost heavily. 

The Boer flag was flying over Brand- 
fort as the British entered the town, Sev- 
era] British wounded were found in the 
hospital. The Boer postmaster gave up 
the keys of the public buildings to Cap- 
tain Ross. 

Lord Kitchener arrived at Brandfort 
at noon and Lord Roberts at dusk. Gen- 
era] French’s cavalry igs sweeping the 
country northward. The expectation is 
that the infantry advance wi.l be con- 
tinued toward Kroonstad immediately. 
Although no prisoners were taken and al- 
though no hot pursuit was attempted, 
the news greatly cheers London. Never- 
theless, it has not been received with the 
fine rapture that attended the first suc- 
cesses of Lord Roberts.

Attorney General Griggs’s 
Meets with Hard Fight. 


LAWYERS PRESENT THEIR VIEWS 


Greene and Gaynor Brothers Seem 
To Have Good Friends Be- 
fore Senators. 


Washington, May 4.—The house judl- 
clary committee today gave a hearing 
upon the senate bill introduced at the 
suggestion of Attorney General Griggs to 
provide for the removal to the proper 
district for trial] of persons indicted for 
offenses against the United States. The 
bill was prepared to cover the caseg of 
Benjamin D, Greene, the Gaynor pbroth- 
ers and Michael A, Connolly, who were 
indicted by the grand jury in the southern 
district of Georgia for conspiracy to de- 
fraud the United States in the contracts 
for the improvement at Savannah and 
Cumberland sound. The indicted persons 
were arrested in New York, put Judge 
Brown refused to allow the extradition 
to Georgia on technical grounds pertain- 
ing to procedure in New York. 

Colonel W. W. Dudley, the first speak- 
er, represented certain railroad corpora- 
tions. Such a bill applying to civil is 
well as criminal cases might, he contend- 
ed, work great hardship, especially to 
railroad and other corporation officia’s. 
If indicted outside the district in which 
they were resident, they could be ar- 
rested and disgraced, although innocent, 
and he urged that if the legislation was 
to be enacted it should be carefully safe- 
guarded. In criminal cases like the Car- 
ter case, at which this iegislation was 
aimed, he admitted the circumstances 
might be different. 

Chairman Ray said the real question 
involved was whether it was good policy 
to remove a person indicted from one 
jurisdiction to another upon the simple 
presentment of an indictment. 

Colonel Dudley expressed the opinion 
that it would be against public policy. 

Abram J. Rose followed Colonel] Dud- 
ley. While he was the attorney of the 
Gaynors and Greene, he said he did not 
come especially as thelr attorney, but to 
call attention to some things of which he 
had peculiar knowledge. He declared that 
the district attorney had eight witnesses 
and many documents in the Gaynor case 
before the United States commissioner in 
New York. If evidence had been present- 
ed then showing probable cause all this 
difficulty would have been obviated. He 
contended the testimony in the Carter 
court martial case being public property, 
it should have been produced before the 
United States commissioner. The attor- 
ney general’s contention that the evi- 
dence would disclose the government's 
case, he said, would not hold. Mr. Rose 
dilated upon possible hardships that might 
result to defendants in belng removed. 

Chairman Ray said that he had re- 
ceived a letter from the attorney general 
suggesting amendments to the bili] to al- 
low indicted persons to show as &@ reason 
for non-removal that they had not been 
at the place where the indictment had 
been found, 

Mr. Rose asked why an alibi should be 
allowed to be proved in the interest of 
rallroad officials. He said it would be 
dangerous to make exceptions. The letter 
of the attorney general did not mention 
railroad officials, but Mr. Rose read a 
newspaper statement saying that it was 
intended to except them. In the course 
of his remarks Mr. Rose declared with 
great emphasis referring to the Gaynor- 
Greene case: 

‘Those men never can be convicted upon 
the indictment for two reasons: First, 
there was no conspiracy. Second, the 
United States never was defrauded.”

WANT WOMEN AS DIRECTORS. 
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Alabama Federation of. Clubs on the 
Girls’ Industrial School. 


Birmingham, Ala., May 4.—(Special.)— 
At today’s session of the Alabama Feder- 
ation of Woman’s Clubs a report was 
heard from the free scholarship commit- 
tee by Mrs. J. L. McConaunhgy, of Monte- 
vallo. The report advanced the proposi- 
tion to have worren directors for the 
Alabama Girls’ Industrial schoo] located 
at Montevallo and pointed out some al- 
leged instances in which the incapacity 
of men for such a position was shown. 
It was recommended that the federation 
endow the Alabama Girls’ Industria! 
schoo] with $500 for the scholarship and 
that each individua! club pledge its share 
of the amount, the beneficiaries to be 
selected from various parts of the state. 
It was also recommended that a free 
scholarship committee be appointed to 
visit and inspect the institution as fo)- 
lows: Mrs. G. M. Cruikshank, of Birminz- 
ham; Mrs. J. B. Knox, of Anniston, and 
Mrs. A. T. Goodwyn, of Robinson Springs. 
Mrs, Hall, as chairman of the art depart- 
ment of the genera] federation of wo- 
man’s clubs, was introduced and spoke 
briefly, outlining the purposes of the art 
department. 

A report from the president of tha 
board of managers of the Boys’ Indus- 
tria] and Reform school was read py Mrs. 
S. D. Cole. It was set forth that 100 
acres of Jand had been secured, the Bir- 
mingham Commercial paying $3,000 of tha 
purchase money. The land is located near 
East Lake, and the school building has 
already reached the second story. Twen- 
ty-one carloads of material have arrived 
and five or six others are to come. Lum- 
bermen and business men of the state 
who have made donations were highly 
complimented.

GOVERNMENT SAY 
$6,654,404 NET 

Refunding Provisions of Financial Law 
Are Working Well. 

BROSIUS MAKES } STATEMENT 


Premiums to Amount of $26,034,771 
Have Been Paid. 


THE SAVING IN INTEREST IS LARGE 


Report Shows the Number of New 
Banks Established and the 
Number Suggested.

Washington, May 4.—Representative 
Brosius, of Pennsylvania, chairman of the 
house committee on banking and curren- 
cy, today made a statement, official in 
character and based on information care- 
fully @repared by the treasury depart- 
ment, on the workings of the recently en- 
me financial law, The statement says in 

“The refunding .provisions of the law 
are working out an achievement in finance 
without a parallel in the history of the 
world. The statement I submit is official 
and shows the amount of bonds of each 
kind exchanged since the law went into 
operation March ldth, to the Ist day of 
May, 1900, together with the saving in 
interest, the premium paid and the net 
saving.”’ 

: ey Statement shows the following to- 
als: 

Amount refunded, $260,020,730; saving in 
interest, $32,699,225; premium paid, $26,034,- 
771; net saving, $6,664,454. 

“The ‘net saving’ shown by this state- 
ment represents the difference between 
the amount of interest the government 
will pay upon the bonds refunded to the 
date of their respective maturities and 
the amount of interest the government 
would have been obliged to pay had not 
the bonds above described been thus re- 
funded, 

“The treasurer has already made full 
settlement for bonds amounting to $209,- 
051,950, and of the premiums paid and to 
be paid, $26,034,771, the treasurer has al- 
ready paid $25,923,732, leaving unpaid only 
about $110,000. Of the $260,027,000 bonds ex- 
changed, $48,508,000 were from institutions 
or private persons other than national 
banks. ; 

“The secretary of the treasury assures 
me that the department has been able to 
promptly exchange all. bonds offered for 
that purpose; but the permanent 2 per 
cent bonds are not yet ready for delivery, 
owing to the pressure of work in the bu- 
rea of engraving and printing growing out 
of the demand: for national bank plates 
and new national bank currency. Tempo- 
rary bonds, however, have been issued in 
accordance with the plan laid down in 
the circulars of the department. 

‘The operation of legal tender redemp- 
tion under the provisions of the law ex- 
hibits a highly satisfactory cond‘tion of 
public confidence in our government pa- 
per and is a happy omen for the success 
of that branch of our monetary system in 
the future. The secretary of the treasury 
informs me that the amount of United 
States notes redeemed in gold out of the 
reserve fund since the new law went into 
operation is $5.133.289.”’ 

One of the most interesting features of 
Mr. Brosius’s statement is a table pre- 
pared by the treasury showing the extent 
to which new national banks have been 
organized under the new law. The total 
number of applications approved is 244, 
with a capital of $8,380,000. The total appll- 
eations on file for authority to organize 
national banks is 508, the total applica- 
tions for the conversion of old banks into 
national banks 382, making a total of all 
kinds of new bank organizations of 8%. 

Mr. Brosius adds also from unofficial 
but reliable sources, a detailed estimate of 
$121,788,858, as the. amount of currency the 
national banks may issue in the near 
future, as gathered from their expressed 


intention.

BARNWELL 


WITHDRAWAL OF 
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Checks a Bitter Contest in the First 
South Carolina District. 

Charlesion, 8. C., May 4.—-(Special.)— 
What gave early promise of being one of 
the most bitterly fought congressicnal 
campaigns in Seuth Carolina has been 
practically terminated here by the with- 
drawal of the Hon. Joseph W. Barnwell, 
who had announced himself a candidate 
from the first district to oppose Congress- 
man William Elliott. In his address to 
the voters Major Barnwell said tha‘: he 
found it necessary to get a good majority 
of votes in Charleston to offset the Elliott 
votes throughout the district, and, finding 
this lacking, he had decided to quit. Be- 
hind this, however, there is a story of 
shrewd political work, and the campaign 
in Chariesion will be bitter yet, notwith- 
standing the fact that Major Barnwell is 
out, 

The main fight in Charleston is between 
the regular straightout democrats and the 
Tillman reformers for the office of sheriff. 
Captain J. Elmore Marun, Who was ap- 
pointed sheriff by the gcvernor after the 
death of Colonel Hugh Ferguson, is stand- 
ing for re-election. The regulars have put 
up Solicitor W. St. Julian Jervey. It has 
been ovenly charged in the campaign 
that the Elliott workers in the city, and 
men Who had always stood for the regu- 
lars against reform, had fvrtmmed a polit- 
ical alllance with the Martin elemen: of 
reformers for mutual good. This meant 
that Elliott and Martin would get the 
Same votes, to a certain extent, while had 
the rac3 between Barnwell and Elliott 
been left strictly to the regulars Barn- 
well would have swept the ficld§ over- 
whelmingly. The alliance with the re- 
formers, however, helped the Elliott 
crowd, and seeing this, the friends of Mr. 
Barnwell thought best for him ‘to grace- 
fully retire. The campaign here will be 
hard fought.

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WAR I$ DISCUSSED 
IN PARLIAMENT 


House of Commons Appears Anxious 
for Information. 


QUESTIONS FREELY ASKED 


Secretary Wyndham Is Kept Busy 
Making Replies. 


GOVERNMENT LEADER IS APPEALED 10 


Spion Kop Dispatches Provoke a De- 
bate, Which Grows Warm 
and Interesting. 


London, May 4.—In the house of com- 
mons today several questions with refer- 
ence to the war were asked. The parlia- 
mentary secretary of the war office, Mr. 
Wyndham, said no further report had 
been received from Lord Roberts with 
reference to the Kornspruit disaster. 

The government leader in the house, 
Mr. Balfour, replying to questions re- 
garding the reports of the ill treatment 
pf British priscners at Pretoria, said her 
majesty’s government was considering 
the advisability of further representations 
on the subject through Washington and 
through the United States consul at Pre- 
toria who has charge of British interests 
in the Transvaal. 

Later the house went into committee 
of supply on the war office vote. Walter 
Runcieman, liberal, representing Oldham, 
Started the debate on the publication of 
the Spion kop dispatches. He declared the 
government had disregarded every con- 
sideration except publicity and asserted 
that the responsibility for the publication 
rested entirely with politicians, *‘‘al- 
though in this case the secretary for war 
had deliberately attempted to throw the 
responsibility on the commander in 
chief."” The public, Mr. Runcieman as- 
serted, had expected the recall of the cen- 
stred commanders. 

Mr. Wyndham, in reply, quoted the duke 


of Wellington as precedent for the publi-« 


cation of the dispafthes. In so doing, he 
said, he resented the grave insinuation 
that the secretary of state for war was 
gullty of anything dishonorable in re- 
questing General Buller to re-wire his dis- 
patches. Continuing, Mr. Wyndham said 
he was prepared to discuss the question 
of the judgment and the discretion but 
not of the honor adr rectitude of the mar- 
quis of Lansdowne. Many misconceptions 
in regard to the dispatches had already 
evaporated, including the belief that Lord 
Roberts and General Buller had criticised 
General Methuen’s operations and that 
the criticisms had been suppressed, as 
supposed by favoritism. The only point 
as issue, was why the criticisms of Gen- 
eral Buller had been published, if the 
government intended to leave him in com- 
mand. Mr. Wyndham contended that it 
was impossible to isolate the Spion kop 
dispatches and treat them as no other 
dispatches had been treated in the history 
of the last hundred years. The war of- 
fice, he asserted, had acted entirely in 
accordance with the queen’s regulations. 
It was said that the publication would 
shake the confidence of the troops in 
Natal in their commander, but Mr. Wynd- 
ham said that was not the view of the 
government, nor the view of General 
Buller, who was in the best position to 
decide. 

At this point Mr. Dillon, Irish national- 
ist member for East Mayo, interrupted, 
saying he had never asserted that he 
wanted the dispatches published. 

Mr. Wyndham continued: 

“But the gallant general has been ap. 
plauded for saying he would stick to what 
he had written, and would he have made 
a great show of candor if he thought no 
one would know what he had written?” 

This remark was greeted with cries of 
Sh “eh.” 

Mr. Wyndham then said he thought 
General Buller merely had been unlucky 
and that General Warren’s services should 
not be overlooked. The case for the gov- 
ernment was that the right course was to 
publish what it had published and no 
more. He was persuaded that both Gen- 
eral Buller and Lord Roberts had sent 
the dispatches home for publication. Did 
the house suppose harm was done to a 
commander by a dispatch showing his 
scheme was a good one and ought to 
have succeeded or by deciding five points 


Kin his favor while ore point was critc'sed? 


With regard to General Buller ‘“‘to at- 
tempt to apologize for him would be a 
great insult to so great a man, who had 
deserved well of his country, and his 
troops would be glad to know his strategy 
was praised by Lord Roberts.” 

H. H. Asquith, liberal, and others anim- 
adverted to the alleged untenable posi- 
tion of the government, confidence in 
which, they asserted, had been so griev- 
ously shaken. 

Henrv WLabduchere, advanced liberal 
member for Dothamton, declared the gov- 
ernment was charged with deliberately 
undertaking to ‘“‘cook dispatches for pre- 
sentation to the British public,”’ adding: 

“All honor to Buller, who refused to be 
a party to deceiving the public.” 

Mr. Balfour said Mr. Labouchere had 
made it a question of the honor or dis- 
honor of.a great public servant. 
that his speech was the culmination of a 
series of attacks of persons who had dis- 
covered thé meanest and basest motives 
in the government’s action. The govern- 
ment, he continued, was accussed of fa- 
voring one general at the expnense of an- 
other. It was said they meant to prepare 
the public for the dismissal of General 
Buller. Such attacks were not worthy of 
the opponents of the government which, 
by publishing the dispatches, simply fol- 
loweG precedent. Was the government to 
understand, as a-result of today’s criti- 
cisms, that no further dispatches were 
to be published? He repudiated most earn- 
estly the accusations hurled at the sec- 
retary of state for war. and said he 
thought it shocking that such accusations 
should be made in the house of commons, 
claiming that no worse or more scandal- 
ously unjust accusations could be made 
in ary assembly of gentleman. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, the lib- 
eral leader in the house, said all Mr. Bal- 
four could do was to appeal to mere party 
fidelity. The government, he asserted. had 
no precedent for its action, and had de- 
parted from the immemorial practice of 
the army. 

The vote on Mr. Runcieman’s motion to 
reduce the war office vote by £200 was 
rejected by 215 to 116 votes.

DEATH OF BISHOP H. M. JACKSON 


Formerly Coadjutor Bishop of Epis- 
copal Diocese of Alabama. 

Eufaula, Ala., May 4.—(Special.)—Bishop 
H. M. Jackson died at Roseland, his home, 
four miles north of this city, this morning 
at 1:30 o’clock. His condition was not re- 
garded as alarming until yesterday, al- 
though it was knovrn that ke nad been 
suffering from some chronic disorder for 
several yexrs. He was regarced as one of 


the most brilliant pulvit orators tn the 
south, and until recent troubles were 


brought to bear against fim, held the 
high office of coadjutant bishop of the 
Episcopal church in this state. His re- 
mains will be interred. here, but the 


funera] hour has not yet been arranged. 

Dr. Jackson was a native of Norfolk, 
Va., and about fifty years old. He was 
educated at the seminary at Alexandria. 
He filled pastorates in Christiansburg, 
Va., and Greenville, S. C., and in 1875 
went to Grace church, Richmond. His 
fifteen years’ pastorate there was very 
successful. He became very popular and 
had very large congregations.

His first 
wife was Miss Rebecca Lloyd, of Alexan- 
dria, Va.; his second, Miss Violet Pace, 
of Richmond, and the third, who survives 
him, Miss Carrie Cochran, a niece of the 
wife of Governor Oates, of Alabama, He 
leaves two brothers and a sister.

Douglas, Ga., May 4.—(Special.)—Early 
jast week Allen Crosby visited the turpen- 


tine still of B. H. Tanner, twelve miles 


‘from Douglas, to arrest a negro for some 


petty crime. The negro arrested had a 
gun claimed by Marshall Jones, another 
negro. The next day Jones went to Cros. 
by to.get the gun. During a coloquy be- 
tween them, a quarrel began, resulting in 
each shooting at the other, Jones strik- 
ing Crosby in the leg. Anderson, a white 
man, caught Crosby's arm and prevented 
his killing Jones. 

At this juncture West Brown, a negro, 
wrenched the pistol from Crosby and at- 
tacked him with it. Crosby and Anderson 
ran, as they were unarmed. Brown fol- 
lowed them, firing and killing Crosby. 
Brown fled at once. 

Jones was seized and brought 
Thursday and jailed. This morning about 
1 o’clock a crowd of men, to the number 
of twenty-five, called upon the jailer, up- 
on pretence of having a prisoner, and 
when they got to the jail demanded the 
keys. These being surrendered, they went 
into the jail, secured Jones and carrying 
him a short distance out of town tied him 
to a pine sapling and shot him to death 
and then dispersed, leaving the corpse 
where it had fallen.

Lawrenceville, Ga., May 4.—(Special.)— 
The lower part of this county had a ter- 
rific hail storm Wednesday, doing con- 
siderable damage. T. J. Cooper, a prom- 
inent citizen of Cate’s district, reports 
that most all of the glass in the windows 
was broken and that the fruit trees were 
stripped of their fruit, together with the 


leaves. 
The woods look like winter time, the 


hail having stripped the trees of their 


leaves. 

Mr. G. W. Pharr reports that the wheat 
fields are a total loss. He had a large 
field of fine wheat ruined which he is 
preparing to plant in corn. The guano 
that had been put in for cotton was 
washed out of the fleld and the corn 
fields washed equally as bad. : 

One farmer carried off fifteen chickens 
that had been killed by the hail, Their 
legs were broken and the chickens beaten 


into a jelly. 
In places where it could drift the hail 


piled up six feet deep. 

This is the report that comes from many 
responsible citizens from that section. 
The town people here were slow to believe 
the report until it was vouched for by 
numbers of good and reliable people. 

It was learned in the tenth round that 
a rib in Smith’s right side had been brok- 
en in the fourth round.

GAVE A LECTURE ON ECLIPSES. 


Professor Campbell Talks to Students 
at Thomaston, Ga. 


Thomaston, Ga., May 4.—(Special.)—The 
lecture given at the auditorium on Friday 
evening to the students of the R, E. Lee 
institute and to (ne public by Professor 
W. W. Campbell, of the Lick observa- 
tory eclipse expedition, was especially in- 
teresting and instructive, in that Profes- 
sor Campbell, among other things, spoke 
at some length of some of the problems 
that modern astronomers are now én- 
deavoring to solve and what is expected 
to be discovered by the present eclips2 
expedition. 

In speaking of the expected solar 
eclipse and the reasons why the expedi- 
tion came to this point, Professor Camp- 
bell said that the region in and around 
the city of Thomaston was the highest 
of any locality anywhere in the United 
States along the line of totality and that 
‘t was most likely to be fair and the 
weather favorable on the day of the 
eclipse in western Georgia and Alabama 
than at any other point in the United 
States, as could be ascertained from the 
observations made by the weather bureau 
for the last three years. The instru- 
ments for making the observations have 
been examined both by Professor Camp- 
bell and Professor Perrine and are pro- 
nounced to be in good shape. Several 
hands have been employed by the astron- 
omers to prepare the grounds selected 
and to place the instruments, and al- 
ready much work has been done in ievel- 
ing and grading, pitching tents and ar- 
ranging stands for the different pieces of 
astronomical apparatus. 

Professor Campbell is now calculating 
the exact latitude and longitude of this 
place, which will enable him to tell to 
the second when the moment of totality 
will commence. 

If it is clear on the 28th instant so 
that the observations can successfuliy be 
made the astronomers will remain here 
unti] about the 10th of June, developing 
the photographs and making copies of 
them. They will make copies of the 
photos so that should the plates be bro- 
ken in their transit to California, the 
copies would exist as somewhat satisfac- 
tory substitutes.

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The Registration Rolls. 

Today’s entries upon the registration 
rolls of the state Will close one of the 
most interesting works ever undertak- 
en by the democratic party of Georgia 
the result of Which wil] ‘fully justify 
the action of the state executive stn. 
mittee. 

There is now enrolled, six months 
ahead of the date of the presidential 
election and five months ahead of that 
of the state. probably the largest list 
of voters ever qualified in one year. 


The nature of this enrollment is as sin- 


gular as is the fact itself, and justifies | 


the statement of The Constitution 
that the democrats of Georgia could be 
relied upon to respond to any call 
which the party might make. In spite 
of criticisms and ambitions. the people 
have proceeded calmly and quietly. and 
proven that they stood in need of 
neither nurse’s bottle nor soothing sir- 
up to induce them to do their duty. 
The fact that the business to be trans- 
acted was their own, was sufficient to 
arouse their feeling of proprietorship, 
and the further desire of would-be 
nurses to take care of them aroused 
their resentment. What we find in the 
congested city counties like Fulton— 
the largest white enrollment ever made 
—we also find in strictly agricultural 
counties where nearly every man is a 
farmer. 

When the state executive committee 
met in March, it was confronted with 
certain conditions. The people. in va- 
rious ways, had discarded the loca] 
mass meeting and the delegate conven- 
tion. Even where conventions were 
held their freedom of action had been 
curtailed by popular instruction, which 
had marked out the work to be doie. 
Delegates had become mere agents to 
express a@ Wish as have been presiden- 
tial electors for years. The sitting eov- 
ernor had won his place through a 
primary. A primary had decideq the 
senatorial succession to General John 
B. Gordon through the selection of the 
lamented Charles F. Crisp. Echoes 
from these contests demanded that the 
succession to Mr. Bacon's present term 
should be decided in the same way. The 
voice of Georgia for popular expression 
was too distinct not to be heeded. even 
if the committee had the wish to be 
deaf. 

Added to this popular demonstration, 
there was the political and legislative 
record of the democratic party. It had 
become accepted tradition that the 
white man must rule in Georgia: that 
contests between white men should not 
be decided by a corrupt inferior vote. 
This was held for the best interest of 
both races, because the rule of the 
white man meant progress and order, 
while that in which the black man par- 
ticipated meant retrogression and an- 
archy. Legislation decreeq an honest 
electorate, organized under certain well 
known forms, of which the payment of 
tax and registration were essential ele- 
ments. The people thus organized 
form the state, and their wishes only 
are to be consulted. As the list thus 
made up has necess irily a certain pro- 
portion of the objectionable vote allud- 
ed to; the safety and Welfare of Geor- 
gia centered in democratic political ac- 
tion. The primary system. which had 
been thus growing up, was taken under 
protection of the law, and its 
guards were thrown about both voter 
and ballot box. The development thus 
far was natural, and the only question 
to be decided was: Had the moment 
come for the launching of the boat? 

To this the answer of the state com- 
mittee was affirmative. Oniy the taxes 
of 1899 were necessary for qualification 
to register, and in law these had all 
been paid by the first of January. The 
People could not be dealt with on the 
theory that they were defaulters, but, 

on the other hand, they had a right to 
be regarded as solvent. That out of 
the way, registration remained, a duty 
which the people: might be trusted to 

attend to for themselves. An old regis- 

tration list meant the voting of men 
disqualified for this year’s work, and if 
we went back to one old one, why 
not to that of ten yearg ago at once?

great majority have come into line, 
and bunched all the contests. In the 
very few counties where this action 
was not taken the registration may 
be light, but in those which have adopt- 
ed the plan for the whole contest. the 
registration is larger than ever known 
before.

Editor Constitution—I have receritly read some 
accounts of the prevalence of HMquor drinking 
in Manila from reliable Christian people on the 
ground; all of whom were directly or in:i- 
rectly representatives of our government, and

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ECLIPSES OF THE SUN AS 
VIEWED IN FORMER TIMES 


Chicago Times-Herald: A total eclipse 
of the sun is announced as the most im- 
portant celestial] phenomenon of 1900, and 
although the frequency with which solar 
totality oceur and our present scientific 
knowledge tave robbed it of the mystery 
and even the terror which formerly ac- 
companied it, great value in astronomi- 
cal circles is given to its recurrence. Un- 
fortunately there is a doubt as to the to- 
tality being visible in America, the lead- 
ing astronomers locating it in Spain, 
and naming 1925 as the date of a total 
solar eclipse in the United States. Be 
this as it may, elaborate preparations 
are to be made for the occurrence on 
May 28th, when the Southern railway 
will run an eclipse train from New Or- 
eangs to Norfolk, and another epoch will 
be accentuated by progression in science. 
Among the elegant modern distinctions 
of railway travel] smoked glass will be a 
leading feature, and the only drawback 
anticipated will be a cloudy sKy or a 
total absence of the expected eclipse. 

The earliest records of solar eclipses 
are ascribed to Confucius, and of these 
three were total, and they are not men- 
tioned as scientific facts, but as bad 
omens. He recorded that the tota! eclipse 
was ereeted es such phenomena are re- 
ceived at the present time by the Chinese 
people, with the beating of gongs, wild 
cries and a Savage uproar, all of whica 
is supposed to drive off the evil monster 
who is “eating up the friendly sun.”’ 

One of the eclipses of antiquity was 
famous for two events. One was that it 
was foretold by an astrologer of the 
philosophical! schoo] of the time, 585 B. 
C., and its alarming appearange stopped 
a battle between the Lydians and the 
Medes. The sudden darkness convinced 
the combatants that the gods were wroth 
and they at once ceased fighting. The 
prophets took advantage of their own 
ignorance and the terrors. of the peopie 
to predict direful things, which in many 
cases—being the result of unfortunate 
conditions—took pace, adding to their 
terror of the sun and inspiring a new 
reverence for the powers of the prophet. 

Two famous eclipses occurred jn Europe 
during the ninth centurry. A total eclipse 
in A. D, $0 frightened Emperor Louis uf 
Bavaria to death and destroyed his king- 
dom. Other eclipses had the same effect 
on rulers, which was so disastrous that 
some wise men among those in power 
gave out the death of the king as an 
event of such moment that the heavens, 
shocked at the suddenness of the fatali- 
ty, went into m $irning. 

In 1715, in May, an eclipse of the sun 
was predicted in London by a pamphlet, 
‘The Black Day, or the Prospect of 
Doomsday."’ Great preparation was made 
for the unwelcome shadow, and it was 
related afterwards that in spite of the 
“awesome dark,” no one of prominence 
died, nor did any public disaster over- 
take the country. 

An eclipse of especial interest to Amer- 
ica was that of October 27, 1780, when 
the lirst American eclipse expedition was 
fitted out, destined to be followed by 
many and greatly improved solar insti- 
tutions, securing results of wonderful 


valuable astronomic material. Several 
eclipses of minor scientific importance 
were recorded between 188 and 1899, but 
in the later year tWo appeared. The first 
ushered in the new year and was visi-* 
ble from California to Manitoba. The 
Weather was favorable at all points 
along the line, and many photographs 
were made. The second eclipse of the 
year occurred in December and wag vis- 
ible in South America. 

On more than one occasion in history 
there is a record of the special darkness 
which accompanies an eclipse, disclosing 
the presence of a comet, but the eclipse 
Iss2 Was the first time that a com- 
et was photographed by the astronomers. 
The eclipse was observed by astron- 
omers representing England, France and 
Italy, 

The total eclipse of May, 1883, had some 
special dramatic feature about it. To 
begin with, the duration was unusually 
long; nearly five and a half minutes. 
The greatest duration of totality was six 
half minutes, recorded in Great 
Britain August 29, 1886. Another peculiar 
feature was that this eclipse was only 
visible in the middle of the Pacifié ocean. 
Fortunately for the cause of science, a 
group of coral islands lay in its neighbor- 
hood. America, England, France, Italy 
and Australia were represented. 

During the total eclipse of the sun, Aug- 
ust 7, 1869, which was visible in Alaska, 
the Indians of the Chilkat river were 
greatly alarmed. Professor Benjamin 
Price of the United States coast survey 
had goné with a party to Alaska to ob- 
serve and report the eclipse and had 
warned the Indians, but they had refused 
to believe him. until the sun was half 
obscured. Then they all disappeared and 
not a sound was heard throughout their 
They had made up their abo- 
minds that the scientists were

It Is Estimated That More Than 
11,000 Names of White Citizens 
Will Be Registered To Take 
Part in the Primary 
Election.

The county registration books will 
close this evening about 8 o0’clock 
and all who do not put their names 
on the lists today cannot vote in the 
coming primary. 


The largest number of names registered 
during one day in many years were regis- 
tered yesterday. At the tax collector's 
office in the courthouse annex exactly 500 
white citizens registered for the primary 
election on the 15th, and at the sub- 
station at Silverman's another 120 voters 
put their names on the list to take part 
in the election. 

The office was literally 
besieged ali day yesterday, and all the 
clerks were Kept busy administering the 
necessary 


tax collector's 


oath to prospective voters.

The total number of names of white 


voters registered yesterday was 620, and 
this, added to the total registration, brings 
it up to about 11,148. 
be the heaviest registration in Fulton 
county for years, and shcws conclusively 
that the atmosphere politically is sur- 
charged with considerable interest. 
Large Vote To Be Polled. 

That a large vote will be polled on the 
day of the white primary election 
without saying, and it is expected that 
very few who have registered will neg- 
lect, for one cause or enother, to exercise 
the right of qualified citizenship. In the 
last county election, which occurred two 
years ago, there were &,165 names regis- 
tered, but of that number fully 2,000 fail- 
ed to cast their ballots. 

Those who have Kept in touch with the 
present registration are of the opinion 
that about 500 names will be registered 
today before the registration books close, 
and it is believed that the voting capacity 
of the.county will be considerably more 
than 11,000. The registration to date is 
beyond that figure, but it is believed that 
some, through forgetfulness, have regis- 
tered twice, and duplicate registrations 
will, of course, be thrown out when the 
ward lists are being prepared. 

Much interest is peing taken in the 
matter of the registration of the second 
and sixth wards, which are the two larg- 
est wards in the city. Both wards are en- 
titled to about 1,900 voters, and in former 
elections it has been a close race between 
the tw to see which would register the 
greatest nimber of qualified vcters. 

Several weeks azo it was discovered that 
the sixth wardl was considerably behind 
{ts rival, and this fact set the politicians 
theorizing as to the cause of the falling 
off. Since the establishment of the north- 
Side sub-station of the tax collector’s 
Office, however, the sixth ward has begun 
to forgs forward, and last week it had 
tied its registration of the last county 
election. 

Second Ward Leading. 

It was ther. less than 500 votes behind 
the number of names to which it was en- 
titled, and since then has registered sev- 
eral hundred additional voters. The sec- 
ond ward, in the meantime, has not been 
idle, while voters from that section of the 
city have been calling in numbers at the 
tax collector’s office daily, and it is be- 
lieved that this ward will vote the largest 
Mumber in the city. 

The second ward has been building up 
Tapidly since the last county election, and 
there are a number of new residents in 
that ward. This is believed to be one of 
the reasons that {t is expected to lead the 
Other six wards in the matter of voting. 

Tax Collector A. P. Stewart expressed 
the opinion vesterday that the primary 
On the 15th would bring out the largest 
humber of voters that have been seen in 
&county election for a number of years. 

“I think it safe to predict,’’ said he, in 
Speaking of the registration, ‘‘that more 
than 11,000 names will be qualified to vote 
When the books closes tomorrow cvening. 
The sub-station on the north side has been 
of considerable assistance to this office, 
and the work accomplished there has 
More than justified the establishment of 
the branch office. We have given it a fair 
test, and are satisfied that it has accom- 
Plished encugh to make it a necessity in 
future registrations.”

SOUTH’S TRADE MAY BE EXPANDED 


If is because he sees so clearly the 
potential possibilities in the development 
of trade relatlons between this country 
and the far east that John Barrett, ex- 
minister to Siam, journalist, and trade 
diplomat, has been so eagerly and at- 
tentively listened to since his return from 
the orient. Combined with his accurate 
and definite knowledge of existing condi- 
tions he has an imagination and compre- 
hensive grasp of the possibilities of the 
future that lends a fascination to his 
words. 

In the course of an interview with a 
Constitution reporter yesterday he spoke 
with enthusiasm of the part the gouth 
is destined to play in the betterment of 
our commercial relattwas with the orient. 
He sald: 

‘‘Looking over the potential possibilities 
of trade with China and fhe orient gen- 
erally, the first thing one sees is the 
strong and increasing demand for manu- 
factured cotton goods from southern mills 
and for raw cotton. 

“At present the orlent is demanding 
more cotton goods from southern mills 
than any. other single new product froin 
any foreign country. The consumption 
of cotton goods is increasing more rapid- 
ly than that of any other foreign product. 
Yet out of 400,000,000 people in China only 
25.000,000 are reached by these products. 
What the increase will be when the 
country is opened up can be easily im- 
agined. 

“The United States will probably sell 
$12,000,000 worth of cotton goods in the 
orient this year, most of it the product 
of southern mills. This fact shows how 
important it is to the south that these 
eastern marketg be kept open, preserved 
and enlarged. 

“There is no reason why this trade 
should not, if these markets are kent 
open, amount in the course of fifteen 
years to twenty or thirty millions of dol- 
lars annually, and in the course of 
twenty years to fifty mflion dollars, This 
opinion is based on the views and inves- 
tigations of experts. 

“The bill now pending in congress to 
form an Asiatic commercial commission 
should have the hearty support of the 
southern people. Its duty, if it is formed, 
will be to discover how trade with the 
east can best be developed and how to 
remove any obstacles or hindrances that 
may be in its way. 

“The bill callg for five commissioners, 
one from the south and one each from 
the middle, eastern, central west and 
Pacific coast states, the commission to 
remain in existence at least one year and 
not over tWo jy srs. 

“Tt is the president’s avowed intention 
to name men for the commission without 
reference to political influence—practicai 
men who will make a practical, useful 
report. It will not be a junketine expe- 
dition, but an undertaking of hard work. 


“The representative from the south will 
be some prominent textile authority 
whom the whole south wil] approve and 
who understands the interests of this 
section of the country. 

“The commission will study the great 
field ‘of industria] and economic condi- 
tions not covered by consu’s, and so: pro- 
vide a large fund of new data. and in- 
formation. Similar conimissions have 
been sent out by Great Britain, France 
and Germany, and have been most bene- 
ficial] to the commercia] interests of those 
countries. 

“The Nicaragua canal is absolutely nec- 
essary for the development of our trade 
with the far east. Without it we cannot 
possibly hope to permanently compete 
successfully with EKuropeau countries, 

“There should be no further delay in 
duilding the canal. The percentage of 
loss In trade caused by the delay wowld 
offset the increased amount it might cost 
to build the canal at once, 

“The canal would make us masterg of 
the commerce of the world, provided we 
bulld up our merchant marine at the 
same time. Our products must not go to 
the east on foreign bottoms; the ships 
must fly our flag. 

“Across the Pacific ocean opposite our 
shores are six hundred million people liv- 
ing along a coast line 6,000 miles in 
length, extending from Australia to Si- 
beria, whose annua] (foreign trade 
amounts to two bi.lion dollars. Because 
we have just begun to develop trade with 
these people our share in thig enormous 
sum amourts only to about $200,000,000 an- 
nually. As our trade relations become 
more intimate our ghare should amount 
to at least half of the total gum, or one 
billion dollars, 

“The following influences‘are necessary 
to the full development of trade with 
the orient: 

“1. Early construction of the Nicaragua 
cana!l. 

“2. Building of a Pacific cable from the 
Pacific coast to the Philippines, China 
and Japan, 

3. Maintenance of the so-called ‘open 
door,’ or in other words, the preservation 
of our treaty rights of trade throughout 
all China. 

“4. The sending of a commission to 
thoroughly investigate and report on tho 
great field and opportunity. 

“‘No matter how the Philippine question 
may be settled, Manila ig the most cen- 
tral commercia] entrepot on that ‘ong 
coast line between Melbourne, Australia, 
and Vladivostok in Siberta, and under 
American control will rival Hong Kong, 
Shanghai and Singapore as a great com- 
mercial center.”’ 

Mr. Barrett has been invited to speak 
before the Cotton Spinners’ convention 
at Charlotte, N. C., on May 10th and 
llth, but has been unable to definitely 
accept the invitation until he learns 
whether he will be able to postpone an 
engagement previously made to speak 
before the members of the Union League 
Club in Brookiyn on May lIith.

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MAY STOP WORK ON STREETS 


Board of Health May Take Action 
During the Summer. 


NEW ORDINANCES PROPOSED 


Many New Matters Were Brought 
Before the Board Yesterday 
and Will Be Acted On. 


A number of proposed ordinances, regu- 
lating affairs with which the sanitary de- 
partment has to deal, were introduced 
during the meeting of the board of health 
yesterday afternoon. They were all _re- 
ferred to the ordinance committee of the 
board and will be reported upon at the 
next regular meeting. 

Chief Lowry recommended an ordinance 
regulating the throwing of garbage into 
the street and especially articles <s would 
injure stock, such as boards with nails 
in them. Dr. Benson introduced an ordi- 
rance raising the standard of the milk 
test, regulating the carting of milk 
through the city and the sale of milk. 
Dr, Bizzell introduted an ordinance regu- 
lating contagious diseases in the city, 
All three were referred to the ordinance 
committee of the board. 

Dr. Bizzell called attention ‘o the fact 
that excavations were being made in the 
streets and he desired knowing how much 
longer this condition would. prevail. Oth- 
er members of the board stated that the 
work had only begun and that the plac- 
ing of pipes for the steam heat company 
would begin as soon as the conduits for 
the electric wires had been placed under 
ground. 

Dr. Bizzell said he thought some action 
should be taken by the board as it would 
be very unhealthy to have cxcavations 
made in the streets during the summer. 
Although the board took no action yester- 
day it was the consensus of opinion that 
a recommendation should be made to 
council later on. 

Burton Smith thought it would be a 
good idea to have the various resorts 
surrounding the city incorporated for san- 
itary as well as police purposes. He stat- 
ed inat several of the resorts were in a 
very unsanitary condition. The ordinance 
committee of the board will probably take 
some action in regard this matter, al- 
though Mr. Smith made no motion. 

Mr. Smith also made reference to the 
settlements of negroes in the middle 
of blocks. He said that their little hous- 
es were crowded together, that they 
had no water, or connections with s-w- 
ers and that their manner of living was 
very unsanitary. He thought that con- 
siderable disease originated in such por- 
tions of the city. This matter will be 
taken up by the authorities and if pos- 
sible a remedy wil be applied. 

Dr. Bizzell, as chairman of a special 
committee appointed to suggest’ the 
amount of compensation for the recent 
work done by Drs. Kennedy and Hurt, 
recommended that they be paid $2 each 
for services rendered the city. This rec- 
ommendation was adopted.

The 
amendment to the tax ordinance, how- 
ever, adopted by the committee at its 
meeting about three weeks ago, is still 
in existence. If the committee decides to 
do so it will be introduced at the next 
meeting of council, but this has not as yet 
been decided upon. It was to have been 
discussed at the regular meeting of the 
tax committee held last night, but he- 
cause of the mass of other business it 
was not mentioned. 

Should the committee decide not to in- 
troduce in council the amendment to the 
tax ordinance—and the majority of the 
members of the committee are in favor of 
not introducing it—the matter will stand 
exactly where it. did before it was first 
considered by the tax committee, and no 
licenses will be issued at any price to 
those practicing the sciences under dis- 
cussion. 


Session Was Short. 


The special session of the committee 
vesterday afternoon was held in the coun- 
cil chamber, and Chairman Harwell pre- 
sided. The chairman announced after 
rapping for order that he thought it prop- 
er that the complainants should be heard 
from first. and the attention of every one 
in the chamber was directed to Dr. W. 
R. Price, who was expected at this func- 
ture to make a defense of psychology. 
He failed to do so, however. 

Richard Bosche, clerk of the committee, 
was directed to read the letter which 
caused the former action of the tax com- 
mittee, and Chairman Harwell again an- 
nounced that the committee was ready to 
hear arguments. 

During all this time the several physi- 
clans who occupied seats in the council 
chamber, having aftended for the purpose 
of opposing the hypnotists and psycholo- 
gists, remained silent, acting upon the 
suggestion from Chairman Harwell that 
the complainants should first be heard. 

Dr. Roy. councilman from the sixth 
ward. opened the discussion by question- 
ing Dr. Price. 

“Dr. Price,” he said. “the committee 
wants some one to father this letter that 
has been received by the clerk.” 

“T came here,” said the psychologist, 
‘only to represent my Own profession. I 
know nothing of the letter. I did not 
write it and do not know who 4id.” 

“We want to find out who wrote it,” 
replied Dr. Roy. 

‘What is the Southern Institute of Sci- 
ence?’’ asked Dr. Price. ‘“‘Does any one 
know or has any one heard of it?” 

After the mysteriou®S letter had been 
read again Dr. Roy moved that the com- 
mittee adjourn and this motion prevailed. 


Text of the Letter. 


The letter which caused the action of 
the tax committee about three weeks ago 
is as follows: 

“Southern Institute af Science, Atlanta, 
Ga., April 13, 1900.—Clerk of Council, At- 
lanta. Ga.—Dear Sir: It is our intention 
to establish an ins'§tution in this city 
under the above name for the purpose of 
teaching the science of hypnotism, per- 
sonal magnetism and magnetic healing. 

“Kindly let us know what license, if 
any, will be required, and if there are any 
special ordinances bearing upon the work. 

“It might not be amiss to add that the 
citv could well afford to throw around 
such work all the protection possible, as 
there is no way of estimating the won- 
derful amount of good such an institu- 
tion can and will'do for a community. 

“Awaiting your reply, we beg to remain, 
very truly yours, Southern Institute of 
Science. P. O. box 70, Atlanta, Ga.”’ 

It was this letter that caused the tax 
committee to place the license of hypno- 
tists. magnetic healers and others who 
work cure by similar methods at $30 per 
annum. Objection was made to the li- 
cense and the amendment to the tax or- 
dinance did not go to council at the last 
session in order to allow a hearing.

ATLANTA HOME WILL PAY. 


Amount of Back Taxes Is Reduced 
from $11,340 to $4,536 by the 
Tax Committee. 


The feature of the regular session of 
the tax committee of council last night 
was the acceptance by Joel Hurt of a 
proposition deciding the amount of back 
taxes to be collected by the city from the 
Atlanta Horee Insurance Company. This 
was accomplished after Mr. Hurt had 
made a lengthy address to the committee. 

Three fi. fas. had been issued against 
the Atlanta Home Insurance Company 
by the city marshal, each for $3,780, mak- 
ing the total amount due $11,340. To this 
was added interest, making the total 
amount in the neighborhood of $12,000, The 
committee however, did not include in- 
terest in its calculations. 

Mr. Hurt made an argument before the 
committee, telling of the good that the 
Atlanta Home Insurance Company had 
accomplished in this city and of the bene- 
fit it had been both to the taxpayers and 
lis own policy holders. He asked that 
the committee determine upen a sum 
which would satisfy all claims of the city 
for back taxes. 

After a discussion, Dr. Roy moved that 
the Atlanta Home “be allowed to settle 
on a basis of 40 per cent for the three 
years, the same as Was required of the 
building and loan associations and the 
banking companies, This brought the 
figures down to $4,536, and Mr. Hurt an- 
nounced that such an arrangement was 
acceptable to the Atlanta Home. This 
includes back taxes on both real estate 
and capital stock. 

A number of free licenses were granted 
by the committee, but none of them were

Pat Kearney, of Savannah, Former Of 
ficer, Is Pardoned. 


WAS CONVICTED OF MURDER 


Subsequent Proceedings to the Trial 
Were Sensational. 


SECOND JURY FOUND “ACCIDENTAL” 


Governor Candler Decided the Pardon 
Case Last Night—Kearney 
Will Go Free Today. 


At a late hour last night Governor Can- 
dler signed a pardon which gives liberty 
once more to Patrick Kearney, the Sa- 
vannah citizen who shot and killed J. W. 
Wyness, in that city, in 1896. 

Pat Kearney was convicted of murder in 
the first degree and sentenced to the 
penitentiary for life. The sensational 
trial which ended in the conviction of 
Kearney was eclipsed, so far as human 
interest is concerned, 
proceedings in which an entirely different 
jury determining the suit cf J. W. Wy- 
ress'’s widow for the payment of her hus- 
band’s insurancé policy, declared that the 
killing was not murder, but the result of 
accident. Thus two juries passed on the 
fects in- the case. Under the verdict of 
the first jury Kearney was sentenced to 
the penitentiary for life, while the ver- 
dict of the second jury held the shooting 
to be accidental. 

The policy for $5,000 taken out by Wy- 
ness reci-ed at length that tf the holder 
should meet his death at the hands of 
@ murderer, the policy should be void. 
When the jury of the superior court of 
Chatham declared Kearney guilty of mur- 
der, the insurance company refused to pay 
the policy, and a suit was begun by the 
widow tuo force the company to meet its 
Obligation. The facts of the shooting 
were gone over again at length, with the 
result that the jury declared Wyness had 
not been murdered, and the insurance 
company was Hable for the payment, 
which it was forced to make. 

Case Before Pardon Board. 

The application for the pardon of Pat 
Kearney was argued before the pardon 
board by his Savannah counsel last week. 
The shooting of Wyness oecurred in a 
barroom on one Of the main streets of the 
city, and the evidence as to the motive of 
Kearney was decidedly conflicting. 

The principal point in his favor was the 
of Mrs. Wyness to the effect 
that her husband's dying statement was 
that Kearrey had done the shooting acci- 
dentally. In spite of this evidence, which 
seemed to be sufficiently contradicted, the 
jury trying the case returned the verdict 
of guilty, with a recommendation to the 
mercy of the court, 

The case was carried to the supreme 
court for revision, but there the verdict 
of the lower court was sustained, and 
Kearney toon saw that his only chance 
for freedom was through the pardon 
board. 

In the four years that Kearney has 
been in the penitentiary his conduct, ac- 
cording to the statement of the prison 
officials, bas been exemplary. 

Governor Candler carried the papers in 
the case to the mansion last evening, and 
at a late hour announced that he had 
signed tha pardon which made Patrick 
Kearney a free man,

It was lifted above yesterday's close 
once or twice with difficulty and lost about a 
point on the day.

the stock scored a rapid recovery of 4% points. 
The steel stocks shewed some rather languid 
evidences of positive strength without any 
particular news to account tor it, beyond the 
published opinion of the president of one of 
the companies, arguing .hat the present low 
stocks !n the yards and the impossibility of 
competition from Europe insures against any 
considerable reaction in prices. The strength 
of the London market helped the opening ad-

“To the home woman who in these days 
of feminine activity feels that she would 
be happier if she were earning money 
must come. some Cc msolation in the recent 
statements of Dr. Jennie WLozier that 
every woman who conducts her home in 
qa practical manner, giving her own per- 
sonal supervision to its details, earns in 
direct proportion to her husband's in- 
come,” writes Mrs, Elizabeth Jordan, ed- 
itor of Harper’s Bazar. 

“Jf his income is moderate—say, for 
example, fifteen hundred dollars, which 
the wife distributes so skillfully as to 
supply the family wants, she, by her ef- 

earns another fifteen hundred, thus 

ing an equivalent of three thousand 
a year. In other words, if he or she were 
to work a’one, it would require the latter 
sum to achieve the same result, and even 
then unsatisfactorily, that is attained 
with his earning half that sum combined 
with her interest and effort in its dis- 
bursement. The home woman who doubts 
the truth of this has but to step into the 
ranks of the workers on the outside to 
prove it to her own satisfaction. And this 
reminds me of the New Jersey woman 
who made out a Dill for services, and 
presented it to her husband. He was a 
rude man, and after a disagreement he 
suggested that she go home to her father. 
She is said to have told him calmly that 
she would not charge him for her faded 
youth, but she would like to be reim- 
bursed for the 1,040 weeks of household 
service during their married life of twen- 
ty years. Valuing her services as cook at 
$4 per week, as housemaid and waitress at 
$3 per Week, ag nurse at $3, as seamstress 
at $3, and as overseeing housekeeper at 
$5 per week, all of which offices she had 
filled faithfully during that time, she felt 
entitied to a business settlement. The 
amount, according to primary arithmetic, 
is $18,720. Then he thought it over, and 
with a practical, business appreciation cof 
her value, he told her she need not g0.”’

Hints on Summer Trousseaus. 

In consideration of the woman who 
writes to this department that she wants 
some practical hints as to her summer 
trousseau the following clipping is taken 
from Harper's Pazar: 

“The first {mpression given by the svring 
and summer fashions for 1900 is that the 
growns are exceedingly simple and appa- 
rently inexpensive in consequence. A 
slight inspection, however, serves to show 
that the latter is not the case, for this 
same simplicity calls for the best handi- 
work. At the same time, not to discour- 
age those women who want to be well 
rowned without lavish expenditure, it can 
be truthfully said that it is possible to 
copy many of this season’s styles ata 
much smaller expenditure than the origi- 
nal models have required. To begin with, 
as has been often stated in this depart- 
ment, a good fitting corset and well fitted 
lingerie of all kinds are necessary. Then 
the severe lines of the gowns can be 
carried out if plenty of time and trouble 
is taken to have the drop skirt well fitted, 
and to arrange trimmings to cover up anv 
serious defects. while preserving fhe fagh- 
ionable effect. ‘ 

‘Evening gowns for summer are exceed- 
ingly dainty and pretty, and many dif- 
ferent materials’are employed. Both taf- 
feta and foulard silks in all the different 
colors and many different designs are 
used. These gowns may be trimmed with 
lace insertion, velvet or satin ribbon, or 
merely with the material itself and are 
not at all expensive, for they do not necd 
to be Hned with silk, and there is no 
law that the latest designs only are 
usable. Designs of last year that can 
be bought for much less money, because 
they are of last year, may be equally well 
utilized. The trimming of black velvet 
ribbon or black satin ribbon, or, newest of 
all. rosettes with ends of chiffon or crepe 
de chine. is not very expensive. Silk 
gowns do not require silk linings, and it 
is astonishing, all things considered, to 
see what attractive gowns can be turncd 
out. A point to remember is to pay a 
great deal of attention to the sleeves, for 
there are many novelties in sleeves, espe- 
clally for dinner gowns. Both elbow 
sleeves and very long sleeves are in fash- 
ion, but the former are the smarter. They 
fit absolutely tight to the arm and are 
trimmed just above the elbow with bands 
of velvet or lace. In rather an extreme 
style of the sleeve no ruffle of Iace falls 
below the elbow, while in sharp contrast 
is the deep ruffle of lace almost like an 
under sleeve. A very new sleeve, new 
for this generation, at least, is made 
close-fitting to the elbow. from which it 
falls away in a wide shawl-shaped ruffle 
trimmed with fringe and lined with satin.

MARTIN WAS NOT INDICTED. 


Grand Jury Failed To Convict Hun- 
ter’s Bookkeeper on Charge 
of Forgery. 

Investigation by the Fulton grand jury 
into the circumstances surrounding the 
now famous order on the ticket agent 
for the Atlanta and West Point railroad 
at Newnan for $500, and which figured 
conspicuously in the Hunter embezzle- 
ment trial several weeks ago, resulted in 
the returning of no bill of indictment 
against E. J. Martin, who was bookkeep- 
er in Auditor Hunter's office. 

The matter was taken up by the grand 
jury last Thureday afternoon and ex-Au- 
ditor Thomas J. Hunter was summoned 
from the Tower to appear as a witness. 
The grand jury, however, failed to de- 
clare a true bill against the bookkeeper 
and “no bill” was written across the 
face of the declaration. 

It may be remembered that during the 
Hunter tria] a letter, purporting to have 
been signed by Thomas J. Hunter, as 
auditor, and approved by George G. 
Smith, as president of the road, was 
placed in evidence and it was brought 
out that this, which was an order for 
$500, had been presented to J. B. Barr, 
the agent at Newnan, by Martin. Presi- 
dent Smith on the witness stand denied 
his signature and so did Hunter, who, in 
his statement to the jury asserted that 
Martin confessed to him that the order 
had been forged. 

This letter proved one of the sensa- 
tional bits of the interesting trial and at 
the time it was believed that it might 
play a part of its own later.

The land should be well broken and 
subsoiled and highly manured in order to 
procure the best results. The seed should 
be sown in three-foot drills and cultivated 
rapidly. The mode of cultivation should be 
the same as that of corn, using shallow plows 
in order to give the plant the benefit of the 


| feed roots that are more or less near the 
| surface of the earth. 


To cut these roots 
only retards the growth and the gathering 
in y* the elements of. plant food which are 
contained in the soil by nature and artificial 
manuring. Let it be understood that all 
succulent plants are very exhaustive to the 
land, as they are producers of fat and muscle 
of animal life and hence require from the 
land elements of plant food to develop such 
nutrition as will produce the best results in 
forming these qualities of animal life. It 
therefore behooves the farmer to give such an 
amount of manural qualities and in such 
quantities as will produce the highest results. 
When this is done nature asserts itself and 
returns to the giver tenfold. 

We also advise that Gepman millet can be 
sown broadcast or in drills for an early hay crop 
or if preferable you can sow the “speckled’’
